~| who attended the meeting pointed out that the FBI is acting in 
complete conformance with the instructions of the Office of The Deputy 
Attorney General, which in December, 1972, advised the then Acting 
Director that the responsibilities for the Federal investigation of all 
violations of the Act had been assigned to the FBI. However, such assign¬ 
ment takes cognizance of the potential need for Federal presence in cases 
where violations of the Act interfere with the conduct of foreign afiairs, 
and in such cases Federal jurisdiction concurrent with that of the several 
states will be exercised. The then Deputy Attorney General stated that 
the intent of Congress was clear that the vast bulk of common crimes 
against protected persons and premises is to continue to be handled by 
local law enforcement agencies. The then Deputy Attorney General also 
instructed upon receipt of information indicating a violation or potential 
violation of the Act, the FBI, after consulting with the Department of 
State and the appropriate U. S. Attorney, will determi ne whether Federal 
presence is warranted and will initiate such investigation as deemed neces¬ 


sary.
